A number of years ago I owned a 
field that had become badly overrun 
with cockleburrs. I found it almost 
impossible to eradicate the burrs by 
ordinary methods of cultivation. The 
roots of this plant are so strong that 
they are not easily cut or torn by the 
shovel sof the cultivator. As a re­ 
sult, a great many of -the cockleburr 
plants were well established a t the 
time the corn was laid by. It occur­ 
red to me to try the experiment of. 
cutting these off with a sharp .hoe in 
the hopes that I might restrict the 
•"production of seed until the season 
•'would, be too far advanced for seed to 
'/mature. The experiment worked very 
I successfully. Several times during the 
summer I went through the field cut- 
ing down every burr plant I could 
fisd. 
I wa sparticularly careful, to let 
none mature their seed. The follow­ 
ing season showed only a small num­ 
ber of plants, and these were over­ 
come by pulling them out root and all. 
In this way, at not a great expense of 
•labor, I eradicated the burrs entirely 
from my field.—E.- V. L., in Farm 
Life.
